DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on June 7, 2010 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on November 25, 2009, has been entered and acknowledged by 
the Examiner. Cancellation of claims 8 and 1 1 has been entered. Newly added claims 18-30 has 
been entered. Claims 1-7, 9-10, and 12-30 are pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Therefore, claims 20-30 have been renumbered as claims 19-29. 

Also, the claim dependency of original claim 30, now claim 29, the claim depends on 
claim 28: 

Claim 29: "The illumination system as claimed in claim 28, wherein up to. . ." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9-10, and 12-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, specifically for the limitation of the green 
component is produced by the primary radiation of the first LED being at least partially 
converted by a green-emitting phosphor, the green-emitting phosphor used being a phosphor 
from the class of the oxynitridosilicates, having a cation M and the empirical formula M(l- 
c)Si202N2:Dc, where M comprises at least 50 mol% of Sr as a constituent, D represents an 
activator comprising Eu, c is within the range of 0.001 to 0.2, and the oxynitridosilicate 
completely or predominantly comprising high-temperature-stable modification in combination 
with other claimed features of the present claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 2-7, 9-10, and 12-28, claims 2-7, 9-10, and 12-27 are allowable for the 
reasons given in claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 
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Regarding claim 28, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 28, specifically for the limitation of the green 
component is produced by the primary radiation of the first LED being at least partially 
converted by a green-emitting phosphor, the green-emitting phosphor used being a phosphor 
from the class of the oxynitridosilicates, having a cation M and the empirical formula M(l- 
c)Si202N2:Dc, where M comprises at least 50 mol% of Sr as a constituent, D represents an 
activator comprising Eu, c is within the range of 0.001 to 0.2, the oxynitridosilicate completely 
or predominantly comprising high-temperature-stable modification, and a part of the group SiN 
in the oxyrfitridosilicate of formula M(l-c)Si202N2:Dc is replaced by the group AlOin 
combination with other claimed features of the present claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 29, claim 29 is allowable for the reasons given in claim 28 because of 
their dependency status from claim 28.
